Summer White House in Santa Barbara ? 
President-elect Nixon sent invitation

The County Republican Central Com­ 
mittee joined late Monday with the Board 
of Supervisors in relaying an invitation 
to President-elect Richard M. Nixon to 
set up a summer White House in Santa 
Barbara County. 
County Clerk J.E. Lewis was author­ 
ized to send a letter to Lt. Gov. Rob­ 
ert Finch to forward the invitation per­ 
sonally from the capitol at Sacramento. 
Nixon has announced he plans to spend 


his summers in California, although he 
has just purchased a home in Key Bis- 
cayne, Fla. 


First District Supervisor George H. 
Clyde, a registered Democrat, told the 
board the idea had been “ suggested to 
me, and I concur” in inviting Nixon to 
the county. 


It was recalled that Nixon selected 
Sandyland near Carpinteria as a weekend 
retreat last September during his elec­ 
tion campaign. The president-elect is 


said to love to walk the ocean beaches. 
The Sandyland area is in Clyde's First 
Supervisorial District. 
Another Democrat, Supervisor Curtis 
Tunnell, of Santa Maria, agreed with 
the Nixon invitation. 
That prompted Supervisor Joe J. Calla­ 
han, a Republican, to comment that “ com­ 
ing from two Democrats this really is 
something.”

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - San Fran­ 
cisco State College’s cafeteria and book­ 
store were closed today by picket lines 
of striking teachers and students. 
The college was reopened Monday in 
relative peace after the Christmas holi­ 
day, but union teachers added to the 
school’s already lengthy list of woes by 
their walkout. They were joined in picket 
lines at campus entrances by striking 
students from minority organizations 
and the Students for a Democratic Socie­ 
ty. 
Thirty miles away the College of San 
Mateo also reopened calmly under police 
protection, but the home of Philip C. 
Garlington, dean of instruction, was fire- 
bombed early today by arsonists. 
Garlington and his wife escaped injury 
after being awakened by what the trustee 
said sounded like two shots. The blaze 
engulfed the garage at Garlington’s hill- 
Lompoc mayor 
election to 
come April 15 


What with the recent November Gen­ 
eral Election still ringing in their ears, 
most voters are happy at the prospects 
of spending 1969 without an election. But 
that’s not the case locally. 
Last March 5, the Lompoc City Coun­ 
cil passed ‘an ordinance which requires 
that on the third Tuesday of each April 
council conduct an election to determine 
who will be the mayor for the subsequent 
12 months. 


The election is not one that will re­ 
quire the voters to trek to the polls 
since Lompoc’s law is written so that 
the people elect the five members of the 
council and then the council members 
elect the individual from among their 
ranks to serve as mayor. 
In days past, the term for mayor was 
two years and was timed so that a mayor 
was elected at the first meeting following 
the municipal election. 


The vote on the ordinance changing 
the term in office for the city mayor 
came on a 3-1 vote with Councilmen Rich­ 
ard K. Jacoby, Robert D. MaeClure and 
Brooks Sfceight 
voting affirmatively. 
Councilwoman Charlotte Benton voted 
no. Councilman Harold G, Thompson was 
not present at the time. 


MaeClure was then elected to the post 
and became the first councilman in the 
city’s history to serve the one year term. 
The makeup of the present City Coun­ 
cil is the same as it was last March 
with the exception that Arthur Scott 
is now on the Council and Thompson 
decided not to seek re-election. 


At canvass of some menmers ot the 
council indicates that theieisnotunityof 
thought regarding who the next mayor 
should be, however, there may be some 
jockying for the post as the election 
time draws near. 


Councilmen Jacoby, 
MaeClure and 
Speight all terminate their existing four- 
year terms in April 1970 and at that time 
the city will vote for the majority of coun­ 
cil members who in turn will elect a

Like San Francisco State, the San Ma­ 
teo college was the scene last month of 
violence by racial minorities and sub­ 
sequently was placed under police guard. 
The San Francisco State College book­ 
store and cafeteria closed after about 
100 union workers there voted to honor 
the teachers’ picket lines. However, li­ 
brary workers decided to remain on the 
job. 
• “ Students should bring sandwiches 
like I do,” said acting President S. I. 
Hayakawa 
who has vowed to keep the 
campus open with police force and volun­ 
teer teachers if necessary. 
Hayakawa allowed some pickets on 
campus Monday under “ legal advice” 
but 
prohibited 
rallies and 
demon­ 
strations in a quadrangle area near the 
administration and classroom buildings. 
“ For the first day in weeks, there was 
no massive rally on the Commons,” 
Hayakawa noted. 
“ There was no need to call in large 
numbers of police,” he added. “ There 
were no classroom disruptions. There 
were no bombs or fires. Those who 
wanted to teach or to study were able 
to work in peace and safety.” 
However, the over-all picture was far 
from rosy. 
Nearly 2,000 pickets representing the 
American Federation of Teachers and 
two striking student groups, the Black 
Students Union and the Third World 
Liberation Front, marched back and 
forth at all six entrances to the 18,000- 
student campus. 
A squad of 10 policemen stood by the 
picket line and other law enforcement 
unit'- assembled near the campus, but 
onlv five persons were arrested —two 
for illegally using a bullhorn and three 
on obscenity charges. 
Many students crossed the picket lines 
and classes resumed in an orderly fash- 
.0»: »xcept for minor scuffles on the 
picket tines». Hayakawa said an informal 
check indicated “ the usual attendance 
range — from above average in some 
schools and departments to very much 
below in others.” 
The strike by the AFT, which repre­ 
sents 350 of the school’s 1,300 faculty 
members, was sanctioned Monday aft­ 
ernoon by the San Francisco Labor 
Council. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The racetrack 
exercise boy charged with murdering 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy seven months 
ago was brought to court today amid in­ 
dications of possible further delays in his 
trial. 
Sirhan B. Sirhan, 24, the Jordanian im­ 
migrant whom legal aides said was eager 
to face justice, entered the eighth floor 
courtroom through a steelwalled pass- 
ageway under heavy guard. 
Within a minute after court convened, 
the defense requested permission to 
make a motion in chambers and the 
judge, attorneys and defendant immedi­ 
ately retired. There was no immediate 
indication of what the motion was. 
Three other motions also were intro­ 
duced, but the defense said it consider­ 
ed the first the most important. One of 
the other motions was to quash the indict- * 
ment on grounds the grand jfiry was im­ 
properly selected, and the rest were 
general motions to dismiss the case. 
When the defense moved, a member 
of the prosecution asked what was going 
on, and Superior Court Judge Herbert 
V. Walker replied! “ I’m in the dark too.” 
Chief defense attorney Grant B. Cooper 
refused to tell newsmen before the ses­ 
sion whether he would seek a continu­ 
ance. During the scheduled noon recess 
of the Sirhan case, Cooper must appear 
in a federal court in connection with his 
role in another trial. 
A U.S. District Judge will rule whether 
Cooper will be required to answer ques- 
tions as to how he obtained secret 
Grand Jury transcripts in the Friars 
Club card-cheating case. 
His involvement in the Friars case, 
which has already resulted in one con­ 
tinuance, could bring about a delay now or 
after the jury selection phase. 
Sirhan wore a light blue suit and blue 
tie when he entered the courtroom. The 
session began at 9:40 a.m., 10 minutes 
late. 
Only five members of the public showed 
up seeking seats in the tightly-guarded 
Department 107 of the ancient Hall of Jus­ 
tice. They were three elderly men and 
two women, including a Negro couple.

Public defender office 
approved by co. board 


The Board of Supervisors on Monday 
voted to set up a new office of public 
defender to begin operations possibly 
sometime this summer, and at the same 
time officially agreed to reduce the sta­ 
tus of the county refuse operation from 
departmental to divisional status. 
In both matters, the supervisors saw 
eye to eye with Administrative Officer 
R.D. Johnson. 
The board voted unanimously to up­ 
hold Johnson's recommendation to have 
the refuse department placed under the 
Public Works Department maintenance 
division despite a plea from former coun­ 
ty refuse consultant I.E. “ Buck” Beatty. 
Beatty, whose survey eight years ago 
led to the present refuse operation set­ 
up said Johnson’s plan “ would destroy 
a department which has netted the coun­ 
ty over $435,000 in less than nine years.” 
“ The Public Works Department’s basic 
training is not in refuse operations,” 


Beatty continued. “ Hire a new director 
but don’t destroy one of the few self- 
sustaining departments in the county.” 
Recently, Homer Underwood resigned 
abruptly after heading the department 
for years. 
Beattie said he felt the county should 
consider getting a possible $600,000 
Federal grant to set up a pilot solid re­ 
fuse disposal plant on the present Go- 
leta Valley fill site.

About 20 sheriff s deputies guarded the 
courtroom, which was jammed with court 
attaches, prospective jurors and repre­ 
sentatives of the world’s press. None 
wore holstered revolvers, apparently to 
prevent anyone from snatching a gun 
away. 
Mrs. Mary Sirhan, the defendant’s 
mother, sat in a rear seat. She was attir­ 
ed in a bright blue dress and appeared 
concerned but calm. The only other menv 
ber of the family present was Sirhan’s 
brother, Munir. 
Flags of the United States and Califor­ 
nia stood behind the bench, and there was 
a green slate board for drawings. 
A few hours earlier, associate defense 
counsel Russell Parsons disclosed Sir­ 
han had been given a chromosome test 
but refused to disclose the results. 
Some medical authorities believe the 
presence of a certain chromosome in a 
male may account for criminal behavior. 
The strictest security precautions in 
the history of American criminal courts 
were imposed for the trial of the man who 
shot Sen. Kennedy in the midst of dozens 
of persons at an election victory celebra­ 
tion. 
Sirhan has never said publicly why he 
shot Bobby Kennedy. He may never do so. 
His defense counsel will not say whether 
he will take the witness stand. 
Chief defense lawyer Grant B. Cooper 
of Los Angeles has entered a straight 
plea of “ not guilty.” After examination 
by two court-appointed psychiatrists, the 
defense did not choose to enter the pos­ 
sible plea of innocent by reason of in­ 
sanity. 
Co-counsel Emile Zola Berman of 
New York said bluntly the “ principal ob­ 
jective will be to save his life.” 
Selection of a jury of 12 regular mem­ 
bers and six alternates was scheduled 
to begin shortly after Superior Court 
Judge Herbert V. Walker rapped the 
court to order.

Assembly bill would 
aid Lompoc's schools 


A bill that could clear the way for the 
state to release more than a half mil­ 
lion dollars in state aid funds which 
has been withheld from Lompoc Unified 
School District was proposed today by 
Assemblyman Ken MacDonald, D-Ojai. 
The funds are part of $15 million which 
the state is withholding from districts 
that receive federal aid allocated to 
school districts serving military bases. 


MacDonald said the state was with­ 
holding about 25 per cent of federal funds 
which could be allocated to such districts. 
He said his measure would eliminate 
conflicting state laws so the districts 
could not be deprived of state aid. 


Lompoc Unified School District re­ 
ceives about Si million annually from 
the federal government because of the 
presence of Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
The State of California has been withhold­ 
ing about 25 per cent of state aid funds 
from districts that have been receiving 
the federal funds for militarily impact­ 
ed districts such as Lompoc. 
Since the fiscal year, 1964-65, the with­ 
held funds for Lompoc have amounted to 


about $2 million. The state’s action is 
under a cloud because of the recent Vir­ 
ginia decision in which a federal panel 
of judges ruled that the state of Vir­ 
ginia could not withhold funds from mili­ 
tarily impacted districts.

Iordan River. Since the war of 
June, 
1967, it has been under 
Israeli adm inistration. 
A mechanic during the days 
when he raised his family inthe 
Jordanian sector of Jerusalem , 
Sirhan now tends olive trees in 
a grove left to him by his 
father. 
“ I don’t blame him ,” the 
eld er Sirhan said of his son. 
“ He was a very good boy, a 
very studious boy. If he did this 
-an d the facts seem to say that 
he may have done so—it was 
because he believed he was 
doing something for his coun­ 
tr y .”

SACRAMENTO (UPI) -Gov. 
Ronald Reagan today warned 
against “ anarchy and insurrec­ 
tion” on campus and asked the 
state legislature to adopt a pro­ 
gram to protect the teacher, 
student and public against vio­ 
lent outburst. 
"We are all greatly concern­ 
ed about the attacks on our ed­ 
ucational s y s t e m by small 
groups of crim inal anarchists 
and latter-day F a sc ists,” Rea­ 
gan said in his annual State-of- 
the-State message. 
He said the “ unruly few” 
sought to shut down university, 
state college and even high 
school campuses with “ indefen­ 
sible onslaughts. ” 
Reagan’s address to a joint 
session of the legislature w a s 
prepared for delivery as San 
Francisco State College, scene 
of a se rie s of demonstrations, 
re-opened for the second day 
after the Christmas-New Y ear’s 
holidays. 
The Republican governor ask­ 
ed the lawmakers for an omni­ 
bus program that would: 
—Increase the legal penalties 
for assaults on teachers and 
students. 
—Provide for expulsion of stu­ 
dents or dism issal of teachers 
who “ interfere with the educa­ 
tional p rocess.” 
-Strengthen present trespass 
laws 
“ to keep troublem akers 
off the cam pus.” 
“ I will continue to use every 
power at my command to in­ 
sure that safety and security— 
and the proper academic atmo­ 
sphere—is maintained on every 
cam pus,” Reagan said. “ I am 
determ ined that academic free­ 
dom and the pursuit of know­ 
ledge will be upheld, protected 
and preserved.” 
The governor pressed again 
for increased tuition or student 
fees to provide an "equal edu­ 
cation plan” for all qualified 
students at the University of 
C alifornia and state colleges but 
added: 
“ At 
the moment, the prob­ 
lem confronting all of us is not 
just the problem of procedure 
or financing. 
Our overriding 
problem is anarchy and insur­ 
rection.” 
In his 4,000-word address Rea­ 
gan also disclosed that he hopes 
to submit a balanced budget— 
expected to cross the $6 billion 
m ark-w hile continuing a prop­ 
erty tax relief plan approved 
last year and granting a sub­ 
stantial personal income tax re ­ 
duction. 
“ Under no circum stances will 
I support or sign into law any 
tax increase,” Reagan said. “ I 
believe the taxes we have now 
produce an ample income to 
meet our expenses and w i t h 
careful management they per­ 
mit us to offer a substajitialtax 
reduction.” 
Reagan furnished no details 
of his proposed tax relief plan 
but said he planned to deliver 
a special m essage on tax re­ 
form later this year. 
For the most part, Reagan’s 
third legislative message sim ­ 
ply renewed requests for pro­ 
gram s asked from the Demo­ 
cratic-« ontrolled 1967 and 1968 
legislatures. 
But they appeared certain to 
fare somewhat better this year. 
Republicans control the Assem­ 
bly by a narrow 41-39 margin 
and have numeri«al control of 
the Senate, 20-19. 


In the welfare field, Reagan 
called for legislation specifical­ 
ly making it a crime to de­ 
fraud the sta te ’s costly medical 
care program . 
An investigation byAtty.Gen. 
Thomas Lynch late last year 
disclosed practices that could 
cost the state upwards of $8 
million a year-about 1 percent 
of the program 's total cost. 
At the same time, Reagan 
asked the lawmakers to in­ 
stitute on a statewide basis a 
concept of prepaid health insur­ 
ance for the indigent—poor per­ 
sons now covered by Medi-Cal. 
Other m ajor proposals: 
Law and order — Reagan 
prom ised to seek legislation to 
control pornography, to toughen 
the 
penalty 
for illegal use of 


guns and to authorize eaves­ 
dropping by police investigators 
Farm — The governor said he 
would seek and support legisla­ 
tion in the area of farm labor- 
management 
relations 
that 
would protect the public, the 
farm ers 
and 
farm 
workers 
while establishing ground rules 
for free elections to determine 
if the w orkers want union rep­ 
resentation. He said it would 
clearly prohibit strikes at harv­ 
est time.

Father sets car afire; 
burns self, 3 children 


SAN BERNARDINO, C a l i f . 
(UPI) *r* A father doused his 
car with gasoline and pinned 
his three young children down 
with his body inside the flam­ 
ing vehicle while all four were 
burned to death, an autopsy in­ 
dicated. 
Deputy Coroner Leo R e y e s 
said the body of Jose Trinidad 
Ayala, 58, was found with out­ 
stretched arm s on top of his 
son and two daughters. 
The oldest and strongest child, 
9-year-old P eter, was partially 
out from under his father, indi­ 
cating he probably struggled to 
escape, Reyes said. 
The autopsy performed after 
the bodies were discovered Mon­ 
day revealed the four died of 
smoke and flame inhalation. 
The coroner’s office said the 
family was alive when t h e 
flames fed by gasoline swept 
through the car parked on a 
road in a rem ote section of the 
San Bernardino Mountain foot­ 
hills. 
A partially filled two-gallon 
can of gasoline was found in 
brush about 15 feet from t h e 
charred vehicle. Sheriff’s depu­ 
ties said the car would have 
become an inferno almost in­ 
stantly after the gas was ig­ 
nited.

Nixon pay 
hike 
House 
gets 
okay 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI)—The 
House voted Monday to pay 
Richard M 
Nixon $200,000 a 
year as president-double the 
pay of his predecessor. The 
Senate seem s certain to go 
along. 
In debate preceding voice-vote 
approval of the $100,000 raise, 
one member said the presiden­ 
tial pay scale was still ‘‘chicken 
feed” for the nation’s highest 
office. Another said the action 
opened the federal checkbook to 
“ outlandish” increases for oth­ 
e r government workers. 
In addition to the salary, 
which is taxable, the President 
also would continue to receive 
taxable $50,000 a year to cover 
expenses and another taxable 
$40,000 for travel and entertain­ 
ment purposes. 


Only a few scattered dissent­ 
ing voices were heard in the 
House vote. The Senate, tradi­ 
tion-bound not to do legislative 
business until the State of the 
Union message goes to Capitol 
H ill-som etim e prior to Nixon’s 
inauguration-appeared 
ready 
to approve the full amount. 
The 
raise 
for 
the 
Chief 
Executive is part of a package, 
most of which needs no action 
by Congress, which will give 
pay boosts to all top govern­ 
ment officials, including judges 
and congressmen. The sizes of 
the increases still are to be 
determ ined by President John­ 
son. 
And on July 1, all government 
w orkers will get another pay 
raise, under a law passed two 
years ago insuring the “ compa­ 
rability” 
with 
salaries 
in 
private industry. 


Increases in the president’s 
pay must be made before the 
man involved takes office. The 
Senate, according to Democra­ 
tic leader Mike Mansfield, will 
have ample time to act on the 
m easure before Nixon is sworn 
in on Jan. 20. 
Mansfield was one of the 
backers of the pay hike. 
But Rep. H. R. G ross, R- 
Iowa, one of the House’s more 
vigilant 
purse watchers, 
at­ 
tacked the increase as opening 
the 
way for the other pay 
hikes which will cost taxpayers 
about $3 billion a year. 
G ross said Nixon had not 
asked for more money and the 
increase ran against the form er 
vice president’s pledges to work 
for frugality.

Successor 
to Finch 
rumored

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - P r e s ­ 
ident - elect RichardM . Nixon’s 
secretary of health, education 
and welfare, Robert H. Finch, 
flew to Washington today amid 
rep o rts he’ll be succeeded as 
C alifornia’s lieutenant govern­ 
or by Rep. Ed Reinecke, R- 
Calii. 
Sources close to Gov. Ronald 
Reagan gave strong indications 
Monday the governor intended 
to appoint Reinecke to succeed 
to the last two years of Finch’s 
term . 
The informed 
sources said 
Reagan probably will make the 
announcement Wednesday. 
The Republican governor Mon­ 
day parried questions whether 
his choice is Reinecke, who won 
a third two-year congressional 
term last Nov. 5. 
Reagan said he had not yet 
made up his mind and added: 
“ I’m in the final decision-mak­ 
ing p ro cess.” 
Reinecke, who celebrates his 
44th birthday today, represents 
a norm ally safe Republican dis­ 
tric t that includes portions of 
the San Fernando and Antelope 
Valleys north of lx>s Angeles.

U. S. soldiers, Viet Cong tangle 
at close range in bunker complex

SAIGON (UPI)—American in­ 
fantrymen

battled with automatic weapons

Delta, 
m ilitary 
spokesmen 
said 
today.

Reds lost 54 men dead and 
withdrew. 
The 17-hour battle 300 yards 
from the banks of the Mekong 
River about 69 m iles southwest 
of Saigon left eight Americans 
dead and 11 others wounded, the 
spokesmen said. 
Most of the U.S. casualties 
were members of a company of 
the 9th U.S. Infantry Division 
which drove into the stronghold 
Monday to investigate reports 
U.S.

Unruh, 
who held the job longer than 
anyone in history, became floor 
leader of his party, 
In the senate, veteran Sen. 
Hugh M. Burns went unchal­ 
lenged by the Republicans and 
even gained support from many 
of them -to retain his president 
pro tempore job. the top spot 
in the upper house. 
Burns, 66, a Fresno Democrat 
who has held the post since 
1957, won another term as Sen­ 
ate leader without even the 
formality of an election. 
But a fellow Democrat, Sen. 
George Moscone of San Fran­ 
cisco, threatened an attempt 
later in the session to unseat 
Burns in what could be the 
biggest power struggle of the 
1969 legislature. 
Republicans hold a narrow 
41-39 majority in the Assembly 
and a numerical 20-19 edge in 
the Senate because of the death 
of Sen.

Unruh, crossed party lines and 
supported Monagan for speaker.

And 
with four of five sta rte rs back 
from last y ear’s championship 
team , the Saints look like those 
picking the champions before 
the start of any hoop play, may 
have been right.

Head Coach George Allen and 
Dan Reeves, the owner of the 
National Football League team, 
made 
up 
and 
shook 
hands 
Monday during a news confer­ 
ence 
to 
announce 
Allen’s 
rehiring 
Neither Reeves 
nor 
Allen 
went into any detail about the 
incidents which led to A llen’s 
dism issal Dec. 26, am ove which 
shocked the football world and 
fans in Southern California. 
Allen had coached the Rams 
for three years and rebuilt the 
team from a W estern Division 
patsy into one of the power­ 
houses 
of 
the 
NFL 
before 
Reeves decided to let him go 
because 
of 
a 
“personality 
conflict. ” 
Allen stepped to the m icro­ 
phone 
Monday 
and 
read 
a 
prepared statem ent to news­ 
men 
“ From meetings Dan and I 
have had the last few days, I 
feel 
we each unintentionally 
hurt the o th e r,” Allen said. “ I 
am very happy to be returning 
as Dan’s coach. 
“Except for my family, my 
sole interest in the past three 
years has been to the Rams and 
I 
want 
to finish the 
job I 
started. I owe it to the players 
and the fans loyal to m e.” 
Local 
football 
fans 
had 
reacted sharplying to the firing 
of the man who brought the 
Rams 
the 
Coastal 
Division 
championship in 1967 and posted 
a 10-3-1 mark in 1968. Groups 
were form ed to protest the 
dism issal and one even tried to 
raise enough money to purchase 
the club. 
After reading his announce­ 
ment, Allen declined to answer 
any questions and turned the 
platform over to Reeves. He 
shook hands with the feisty 
little owner and wished him 
luck. 
Reeves 
said he originally 
decided to fire Allen because 
“ there were valid and sufficient 
reasons in my m ind.” 
“ A rehash would be harmful 
to the R am s,” he continued. 
“ We have an understanding. 
Reeves said, “ It was difficult 
for me to get through to George 
Allen, but this Is explainable. 
He works 14 hours a day on 
football.

Adolph Rupp helped build a 
Kansas dynasty as a player and 
then beat the Jayhawks to the 
1,000-victory plateau by coach­ 
ing Kentucky to the coveted 
goal. 


Kentucky became the first 
college basketball team to win 
1,000 games Monday night when 
the 
seventh- ranked 
Wildcats 
routed M ississippi State 91-72. 
Sixth-rated Kansas beat Iowa 
State 94-61 for its 997th tri­ 
umph. 
Rupp, in his 39th year at the 
Kentucky helm, recorded the 
795th 
win 
of his 
brilliant 
coaching career that began in 
1930. His Wildcats never have 
had a losing season. The closest 
they came was 13-13 in 1966-67, 
Rupp, 
who 
played 
guard 
under the great Phog Allen as 
Kansas in 1923 eclipsed his old 
coach’s all-time high of 771 
victories on Jan. 29, 1988. 
Kentucky hit a torrid 53.5 per 
cent from the field in helping 
Rupp 
celebrate 
the 
Wildcat 
milestone. Dan issel led the 
attack with 26 points and Mike 
Casey added 25 to the Kentucky 
total.

So far this year there has 
been very little local fishing ac­ 
tivity. 
Surf fishing is still on the 
slow side. We often wonder if 
the big barred perch that were 
once common will ever return. 
However, one can never tell and 
there might be a shift in cur­ 
rents and water tem perature 
that will bring them back. 
There 
also have not been 
many bottom fisherm en going 
out but those that have been out 
lately have not reported any 
trouble getting lim its. 
So far there is nothing defi­ 
nite on the commercial salmon 
fishing situation. Every effort 
is being made by organizations 
and sportsm en groups to have 
the project of cutting the season 
held up for a while, or at least 
until a better picture of the trou­ 
ble is presented. 
It is quite conceivable that 
cutting the season would have 
no affect on the problem and 
that 
perhaps 
more attention 
should be focused upon the con­ 
dition of the rivers, spawning 
grounds 
and 
facilities 
for 
spawning fish to get past dams 
through the use of better de­ 
signed fish ladders. 
The limit for salmon on cen­ 
tral valley stream s returned to 
three fish after the emergency 
cut which was in effect until 
Dec. 31 of last year. The limit 
will remain at three trout or 
salmon 
in 
combination until 
the general trout season, which 
opens May 3, 1969. 
Sunday is the final day for the 
current waterfowl season and 
for band tailed pigeons in the 
central and southern areas. The 
ocean salmon season south of 
Tomales Point opens February 
15. 
Boat owners who have not al­ 
ready mailed in notices for 
re-registration of their boats 
should 
do 
so 
as 
soon as 
possible, according to a report 
from 
the 
state 
habors and 
w atercraft departm ent. More 
than 410,000 applications were 
sent out to boat owners. 
Boat owners can either mail 
registration fees to the Dept, of 
Harbors and W atercraft in Sac­ 
ramento or take them in per- 
soq to any of the departm ent’s 
440 
volunteer 
registration 
agents 
throughout 
the state. 
These agents, mostly boat deal­ 
ers and marine suppliers, are 
located in boating centers and 
are usually open weekends and 
holidays. 
Boat owners may also re­ 
ceive registrations at any office 
of the California Department of 
Motor Vehicles. Boat owners 
who do not receive a renewal 
notice should w rite the depart­ 
ment directly, giving the boat 
registration number and the 
date it was last registered. 


Outdoor California, the jour­ 
nal of the DFG, has a very in­ 
teresting report on California’s 
Trophy Trout Program , stating 
that the state’s large re se r­ 
voirs 
have 
historically pro­ 
duced poor fishing in open wa­ 
te r areas. Attempts to improve 
this 
condition 
have involved 
adding fish which can utilize 
these w aters. 
In some cases threadfin shad 
have dram atically improved the 
rainbow trout fishing but the 
numbers of the fish are still 
low. At Shasta Lake stocking of 
trout large enough to feed on the 
threadfins has been successful 
in producing a high level trophy 
fishery 
for 
trout 
up to 10 
pounds. 


Nine months after stocking 
the trout achieve a length of 
15 inches and a weight of one and 
one half pounds. After a year 
they average 17 inches and two 
and one half pounds. 
Until 
the 
new hatcheries, 
which are being built by Wild­ 
life Conservation Board funds, 
are a reality, planting of reser­ 
voirs to develop other trophy 
fisheries is impossible. 
With increased production, 
selected reservoirs throughout 
the state with certain charac­ 
teristics will be managed as 
trophy fish w aters beginning in 
April of this year. 
The characteristics for the 
lakes will be: 1. large un-util- 
ized stocks of threadfin shad; 2. 
close to population centers and 
3. 
suitable 
tem perature and 
oxygen levels to maintain trout. 
Three lakes (Berryessa, Pine 
Flat and Isabella) have already 
been selected. A sm aller lake, 
Merle 
Collins 
Reservoir in 
Yuba 
County, 
is also being 
managed and studied as to the 
best means to get ideas about 
how to mark and tag fish. 
The DFG will also study the 
potential of hybrid trout for 
these 
w aters. 
They have at 
present five strains of domes­ 
ticated trout which are raised 
as catachables. With the possi­ 
ble exception of the Coleman 
strain, 
which 
only 
recently 
has been developed, DFG bio­ 
logists do not think that any of 
the domestic trout will fit a c ri­ 
teria that has been establish­ 
ed, such as reaching a size in 
the hatchery large enough to 
stock (from two to four pounds) 
after one year in the hatchery. 
The Shasta, Mount Whitney 
and Coleman rainbows all spawn 
at the right time. They will be 
used 
separately 
and 
in all 
possible conditions and com­ 
binations to determ ine which is 
the best suited for reservoir 
life. 
In addition, a strain of 
brown trout, which shows good 
reservoir potential, w illalsobe 
tested.

But the movement to abandon 
two platoon football died almost 
before it was launched at the 
convention. The first blow was 
an expected one from football 
coaches who expressed over­ 
whelming 
opposition 
to 
the 
change. 
Athletic directors then went 
to 
work 
at 
a 
round 
table 
discussion on the rising costs of 
intercollegiate athletics to ham­ 
m er away at the one platoon 
proposal 
which 
had 
been 
advocated 
by 
the 
Pacific-8 
conference. 
And 
at 
the 
close of the 
discussion even executive di­ 
rector Tom 
Hamilton of the 
Pacific-8 could find few words 
of endorsement for his confer- 
ence’s suggestion. 
Leading the opposition among 
athletic directors w asJam esG . 
B arratt of Oregon State who 
said he had switched from his 
conference’s plan to complete 
opposition.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - The 
New York Jets will beat the 
Baltimore Colts in the Super 
Bowl. Some reasons are: The 
transiting Jupiter is sextile the 
natal Mars and Pluto is trine the 
midheaven and —well, there are 
eight other favorable points.

Snuff-sniffing, bearded, pro­ 
fessional astrologer Jonathan

“ Hello,” greeted one of the 
New Orleans officers. “ Where 
are you off to on this lovely 
morning?”

MIAMI, Fla. - (NEA) - The 
demoniacal defense of the Bal­ 
timore Colts is only a pale ob­ 
stacle to the Super Bowl aspir­ 
ations of the New York Jets. 
The whole mystique of the Na­ 
tional Football League shrouds 
the bid of the Jets to become the 
first American Football League 
team 
which 
can 
call itself 
"World Champion.” 
Undoubtedly influenced by the 
two previous failures of the 
Kansas 
City 
Chiefs and the 
Oakland Raiders, respective­ 
ly, against the Green Bay Pack­ 
ers, the Jets are defensive in 
their approach to the Jan. 12 
summit meeting — defensive, 
that is, in their psyche. 
The Jets, with only two win­ 
ning season in their history, 
aren’t 
used to championship 
confrontations. Only two regu­ 


lars — defensive back Johnny 
Sample and guard Bob Talami- 
ni — have sampled the experi­ 
ence at a league level. They’ll 
be awed by the super-buildup 
tendered the robust Colts. That 
feeling will transcend any phy­ 
sical 
disparity between the 
teams. 
There really isn't that much 
difference between the leagues. 
In a pre-season game, the Jets 
had little trouble handling the 
Detroit Lions, and the Colts 
didn’t exactly overwhelm the 
Oakland Raiders in their Au­ 
gust 
joust 
(winning by two 
points). 
a pnysical matchup of the 
Colts and Jets shows them to be 
about equal on offense. The 
Colts, with greater cohension, 
have a distinct edge over the 
translucent Jet defense. But 
all this could be counter-bal­ 
anced by 
the 
magical pre­ 
sence of Joe Namath at quar­ 


terback. Even in kicking, the 
Jets give nothing away. Curley 
Johnson matches David Lee as 
a punter; and Jim Turner is 
even more consistent at short­ 
er placements than the Colts’ 
booter, Lou Michaels. 


The problem for the Jets will 
be controlling the ball. With 
their mobile zone defenses, the 
Colts will inhibit the long bomb 
proclivity of Namath. The turn­ 
overs in the event will come so 
fast that New York defense will 
be strained from extra duty 
and vulnerable to the Colts’ own 
balanced attack. 


So the strategic approach for 
the Jets should be to run at the 
Colts early in the game to est­ 
ablish the fact they belong on the 
same field, if nothing else. But 
that type of game calls for con­ 
trolled confidence. 
I don’t think the Jets hav** it, 
Meredith, like George Allen, bound 
to be around again for 1969 season

weekend in a play, “ Male ofthe 
Species,” and reminded us that 
the acting in our own video 
series is basically barbaric. 
The play, by Welshman Aiun 
Owen, was a trilogy of comedy 
and drama about a 20-year-old 
girl’s successive relationships 
with three provocative men— 
her 
widower 
father 
(Sean 
Connery), a good-natured young 
romeo (Michael Caine) and a 
elegant, wily barrister (Paul 
Scofield). 
Anna 
Calder - Marshall, a 
splendid 
young 
actress who 
portrayed Ophelia opposite Tom 
Courtenay's 
Hamlet 
at 
the 
Edinburgh Festival, was just 
right as Owen’s heroine, a girl 
who 
learns 
something from 
each of her relationships and 
matures through hard exper­ 
ience. 
And Sir Laurence Olivier, as 
the host, gave his relatively few 
lines 
as 
narrator 
such 
a 
stunning 
sophistication 
that 
even his little bit of sharply 
controlled humor was an acting 
lesson for 'anyone with aspire 
tions for the theater. 
It is, in fact, difficult to 
remember when American tele- 
vision offered so many delight­ 
ful performances from nnjor 
stars in a single production. 
Whenever it was, they were 
probably from the British Isles 
then too. 
To 
put 
it 
as 
kindly 
as 
possible, all three male princi­ 
pals in “ Male of the Species” 
were, in essence, liars with 
their women. The beauty of 
Owen’s play, however, was that 
their lying was essentially of a 
very human and understandable! 
sort, so that in the end one felt 
not 
only a compassion, but 
rather a liking-or at least a 
male 
identification—with 
the 
young girl's provokers. 
The most convincing, poignant 
and 
best-written segment of 
Friday night’s trilogy was the 
opening episode, concerning the 
g irl’s widower father, a proud 
master carpenter who is catnip 
to women, enjoys it—yet lies to 
his daughter about his esc», 
pades, and untruthfully tells her 
that her mother ran off. 
As the father, Connery gave 
the most sustained and perfect 


portrayal of the night. But he 
also had the best lines. His 
putdown 
in 
a 
pub of his 
attractive 
female superior— 
and, in the process, his verbal 
seduction of her, leading to an 
obvious affair—was the play’s 
high point, fantastically masciv 
line in its revelation of a man’s 
pride as well as his passion. It 
was, it should be added, bitingly 
amusing too. 
The daughter finally leaves 
home 
when 
Connery, 
given 
another chance by her, con- 
tinues-by habit now-to lie to 
her about his trivial escapade. 
And 
in the second episode, 
working in an office typingpool, 
• she meets Caine, the overze»> 
lous but basically likeable young 
casanova. In a put-up job known 
to 
the 
other 
girls 
he has 
romanced, she leads him on, 
but keeps him at a distance. 


Yet finally, when he catches 
on, she realizes she has been 
taking out on him-to much— 
the bitterness she has accumi*. 
lated from the past. 
In the final episode, the young 
woman, as a secretary, gets 
involved with the aging, elegant 
barrister who toys with the 
hearts of available girls, almost 
impersonally, in his endless 
quest to retain his vanished 
vouth. 


This was perhaps the weakest 
segment, 
yet 
it 
still 
had 
excellent moments, and Scofield 
is such an incredible actor that 
his portrayal sticks in one’s 
mind with its undertone of an 
almost mystical, 
dangerous 
charm. 
In the end, the girl goes back 
to Caine, and now she is ready 
to accept life, knowingly and 
wisely, 
on 
a healthy level. 
Charles Jarrott directed the 
first two segments, and Anthony 
Page the last one. Playwright 
Owen, by the way, wrote the 
film “ A Hard Day’s Night” for 
the Beatles. 


Sunday night, NBC offered a

“ My 
Friend Tony,” about acrim ino 
logist and his young Italian 
legman. 
The 
legman, 
Enzo 
Cerusico, is a charming fellow, 
but the debut-about a dement­ 
ed crime official-is best not 
discussed in public. It may 
bring back the hiss-the-villain 
school of acting. 


Uhappily, the man’s face is 
like a million others. 
“ Then you got to figure the 
chance of a big break, you 
know.

In a recent publication, the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA) summa­ 
rized information gleaned by

spacecraft 
about the beautiful bright planet 
which from time to time adorns 
our morning or evening skies 
The surface of Venus, Earth’s 
nearest planetary neighbor and 
almost its twin in size, appears 
to be hot enough to melt lead. 
Its atmosphere is many times 
denser — 22 times denser ac­ 
cording to the Russian Venus 4 
Public auction set 
for Co. road yard

The atmosphere of Venus has 
what the scientists call “ criti­ 
cal refractivity.” This means, 
said NASA, that It is so dense it 
would “ act like a giant lens 
refracting, or bending, light and 
radio waves in such a path that 
they circle the planet and may 
even 
return to 
where they 
started.” 
Thus the visitor might be 
subjected to an “ unbelievable 
sight... the back of his own head 
in 
the 
distance.” 
Another 
optical illusion would make the 
horizon appear to be above the 
looker. 
“ The 
surface 
of Venus,” 
NASA said, “ would seem to rise 
on all sides of the explorer, 
giving him the impression he 
was on the bottom of a giant 
bowl-shaped depression.” 
The setting sun would appear 
as a great multicolored band 
across the sky. 
“ On 
Venus,” 
NASA said, 
“ there may truly be no night as 
such. Because the atmosphere 
routes 
sunlight 
around the 
planet, it is possible that the 
night sky is aglow.” 
“ Perhaps t h i s explains,” 
NASA said, “ the so-called ashen 
light of Venus-the faint illu­ 
mination of the darkened part 
of the planet that has puzzled 
astronomers viewing it through 
telescopes on Earth.”

California. 
At $35.000 
per 
year in his new job, pay will 
be slightly better, and could 
go to $60,000 if Congress ap­ 
proves. The job will be a 
grueling one, but it offers 
prestige, influence, a histori­ 
cal niche and lousy benefits, 
considering the responsibil­ 
ity it entails—being adminis­ 
trator to 109,043 employes 
serving a clientele of some 
200 million people. 


Unlike most major corpo­ 


rations in this country, his 
new employers will not even 
pay 
his 
moving 
expenses 
from California to the capi­ 
tal. And there are no vaca­ 
tion stipulations in his con­ 
tract, nor sick leave. Those 
with experience in the posi­ 
tion say Mr. Finch will prob­ 
ably have little time 
for 
either. 
He is allowed, however, 
fulltime use of a company 
car and chauffeur and an 
extra allowance of $7,500 for 
“ official business only.” 


“ We get no special con­ 
siderations,” laughed Mrs. 
Finch, despite the fact that 
her husband will be the new 
s e c r e t a r y of the United 
States Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. “ It’s 
just another major move for 
us.” 


She has done the house­ 
hunting here because Mr. 
Finch has been very busy 
talking with the future head 
of the concern, one R. M.

Seismologist scheduled 
for free public talk 


Earth movements character­ 
ized by slow, methodical de­ 
struction rather than sudden 
violence will be discussed by 
Max Wyss of Caltech's Seis- 
mological Laboratory January 
14 at 8 p.m. in UCSB’s Phy­ 
sical Sciences Bldg., Rm. 1100. 
The lecture, sponsored by the 
UCSB geology department, is 
open to the public and is free. 
Wyss’s topic is “ Some Obser­ 
vations of Creep and Slips on 
California Faults." 
Residents of Santa Barbara, 
which is located in an area of 
big faults, should be particu­ 
larly interested in the seismo­ 
logist’s talk, according to Dr. 
Arthur Sylvester of the UCSB 
geology department. 
“ No one knows whether or not 
creep is taking place along the 
big faults of the Santa Barbara 
Channel or adjacent mainland — 
no one, unless it is Mr. Wyss." 
The Caltech scientist is one 
of the few people engaged in 
such a study of this geographic 
area, according to Dr. Sylves­ 


ter. 
The 
UCSB 
geologist 
de­ 
scribes creep as a process in 
which two crustal blocks slide 
past one another slowly and 
continuously, in contrast to ab­ 
rupt movements which result in 
earthquakes. The blocks move 
only a tenth of an inch over 
several days. 
“ This creep is the phenom­ 
enon that is slowly tearing apart 
the Almaden Winery near Hol­ 
lister, for example, and is be­ 
ing recognized as one of the 
primary causes of structural 
damage in several cities in the 
Bay Area that are cut by mas­ 
ter faults,” he said. 
He listed such faults as the 
San 
Andreas, 
Hayward and 
Calaveras. 
Dr. Sylvester commented that 
Wyss probably will report on 
his study of the April, 1968, 
earthquake that occurred near 
Borrego. This was the strong­ 
est shock in Southern Califor­ 
nia since the Arvin-Tehachapi 
earthquake.

Inner circle 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Despite several published accounts to 
the contrary, President - elect Richard 
Nixon's inner White House circle will 
be the key guiding force in directing the 
course of his administration as it un­ 
folds after next Jan. 20. 
It is understand­ 
able that some sourc-

Nevertheless, the relatively new power 
and influence gained by the president’s 
inner circle of advisers in recent admin­ 
istrations is almost certain to be main­ 
tained, if not actually enlarged, by the 
Nixon government. Sources close to him 
make this utterly clear. 
To some extent, the published stor­ 
ies seeking to minimize prospective 
White House control were dealing with a 
straw man. They stressed that Nixon 
would have no Sherman Adams, chief 
of staff to President Eisenhower, 
who rightly controlled the flow of policy 
m atters and men to the president’s desk. 
But there has been no Adams in sub­ 
sequent administrations and his type is 
rare. 
It is a good bet, then, that Nixon will 
have no Adams. The stories were furth­ 
er misleading, however, in accepting 
questionable assurances that Nixon's top 
echelon of White House aides will be 
"coequal." 
Even if that were a determined intent 
on Nixon's part, the inevitably varying 
quality of performance among the top as­ 
sistants is considered by experts on 
White House staff operations as sure to 
elevate one or two men as key presi­ 
dential advisers. 
Until they have begun to perform in 
the White House setting, there is ab­ 
solutely no way of being sure who those 
men will be in the Nixon entourage. 
It will not particularly matter, inci­ 
dentally, whether or not Nixon holds his 
White House operatives and advisers 
to a smaller number than President John­ 
son’s record total. The question of im- 


portance will be what they do. 
The knowledgeable students of White 
House staff operations agree that a pres­ 
ident’s personal company of helpers has 
grown as the federal bureaucracy has 
grown and become increasingly less man­ 
ageable by the chief executive, as the 
nation and the world have looked more 
and more to the White House for vital 
leadership, as the president has in effect 
become chief legislator, and as his own 
time has been inevitably given more and 
more to foreign affairs. 
The inner circle, therefore, is to be 
viewed as an extension of the president 
himself, 
acting and consulting in his 
name, often actually deciding for him, 
weighing matters to see what really mer­ 
its his personal attention. 
The need for this kind of guidance from 
the White House has mounted as critical 
problems 
of war, diplomacy, urban 


strife, poverty and general economic po­ 
licy have cut across neat department 
and agency lines. Only the White House 
can provide the prod and co-ordina­ 
tion required for effective attack. 
As one scholar puts it, the White House 
staff therefore represents a kind of "min­ 
iaturization of the whole government." 
It is these men who form a necessary 
new layer in the structure, representing 
to the bureaucracy the president’s voice 
and guiding hand, and representing to 
him the capsuled presence of the agen­ 
cies and their policy judgments. 


The men who seem best to know Rich­ 
ard Nixon’s mind in this preinaugural 
phase are thoroughly convinced that his 
inner circle will serve him just as de­ 
cisively and as dominantly as top asso­ 
ciates served John F. Kennedy and Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson before him.

Gold in oceans

When man embarked on the exploration 
of outer space just a few years ago, the 
existence of another equally important 
"last frontier," was almost unnoticed. 
I speak of t h e 
depths of the ocean 
and particularly the 
underwater 
areas 
immediately 
adja­ 
cent to the shoreline. 
Technical people call 
these areas "Outer 
Continental S h e l f , 
OCS. The depths of 
the oceans assuredly 
hold vast wealth for 
man to exploit, but 
the OCS is a more immediate possi­ 
bility because of greater accessibility. 
The OCS extends seaward from the 
Atlantic coast about 75 miles and from 
the Pacific coast about 60 miles, ac- 
acording to documents of the Department 
of the Interior. 
t 
From those points the ocean floors 
drop abruptly into the abyss of the world’s 
oceans. 
The wealth to be obtained from the 
oceans is beyond man’s ability to esti­ 
mate at the moment. Even the wealth 
from the OCS is of a magnitude that stag­ 
gers the statisticans, but there are

some indications to base estimates. 
In an eleven-month period in 1967-68, 
the federal government received some 
$1.7 billion from three sales of oil and 
gas leases for submerged lands of the 
OCS off the coast of Santa Barbara, 
Louisiana, and Texas. 


But there are deposits of other min­ 
erals not to mention the value of aqua* 
tic life. The fishery resource alone has a 
value that cannot be estimated accurate­ 
ly. 
The OCS lies outside the state limits 
and thereby become the province of the en­ 
tire nation. 


Since 1953, revenues from the OCS 
have added more than ¿ Z V z billion to the 
total that has been taken from the 
oceans since 1785. On Feb. 6, 1968, 
officials of the Bureau of Land Manage­ 
ment opened bids that brought the U.S. 
Treasury an average of $6.7 million a 
minute — for an hour and a half. Total 
high bids were $602,719,261 for71tracts 
covering 363,181 acres in the Channel 
Islands near Santa Barbara. A combine 
of Gulf, Texaco, Mobile, and Union of 
California bid an average of $11,373 
an acre for a tract covering 5,400 acres 
in 200 feet of water, in one case. 


The exploitation of the ocean has 
accelerated to a point where responsi­ 
ble officials both state and federal are 
concerned with the threat the growth 
poses in terms of pollution. 


Committees are already studying the 
problem, for example of oil seepage from 
drilling along Santa Barbara’s coast line, 
but along with the fixing of the blame if 
any and together with possible remedial 
or preventive measures, there is another 
matter. 


Traditionally, the Bureau of Land Man- 
agement has controlled wealth taken from 
beneath the surface of public lands. Un­ 
like the revenues from lumber and graz­ 
ing in public lands, none of the mineral 
or underground wealth has ever come 
back to the county of origin. 


In 1966, a number of legislators includ­ 
ing Congressman Charles Teague intro­ 
duced bills that would have gleaned a 
percentage of the revenues for use by 
the counties of origin for recreation 
purposes. The legislation has dropped 
from sight temporarily, but the acceler­ 
ation of ocean exploration should stir the 
legislation into life. 


Santa Barbara County stands to lose a 
great deal if its beaches are polluted 
with oil, but the county and all its peo­ 
ples will loose an important point if 
some of the revenues are not earmark­ 
ed for the preservation of the beauty of 
the beaches — ask the beach residents 
of such areas as Huntington Beach.

Incoming Treasury Secretary David 
M. Kennedy finds he will be operating a 
cash register with an alarm bell on it 
even bigger than supposed. His first task 
is turning out to be to dredge up the truth. 
Former Defense Secretary Robert S. 
McNamara and President Johnson sys- 
temically kept in the dark Treasury Sec­ 
retary Henry H. Fowler, the Budget 
Bureau, the Council of Economic Ad­ 
visers and Congress alike regarding the 
cost of the Vietnam war for which Mr. 
McNamara (incredible) never budgeted a 
single nickel until fiscal 1967. 
As now confirmed,

Congress would try 
to drastically c u t 
Great 
Society out­ 
lays if the full truth 
about the war cost 
were revealed. 
On Sept. 23, 1966, 
President 
Johnson 
suggested to a Gov­ 
ernors’ Conference that he could make 
up for the cost of the Vietnam war by a 
general tightening throughout the govern­ 
ment. 
On Oct. 14, 1966, after winging back 
from Vietnam for the umpteenth time to 
"review the situation," Mr. McNamara 
reported to the White House. AllthepuU 
►lie got out of this was President John­ 
son’s announcement: "I now have a clear­ 
er picture of the cost of the war." 
The 1966 elections were coming up. 
President Johnson and Mr. McNamara 
held back a tidy little $10 billion Mc­ 
Namara "m istake" on the cost until after 
the November elections. Then they charg­ 
ed this politically timed shenanigan back 
to the taxpayers in the 1967-68 budget 
message without batting an eye. Then 
back in January, 1968, Mr. Johnson bland­ 
ly announced that the 1968 deficit would 
be $19.8 billion. Within five months it 
turned out to be $25.4 billion and the 
President was still outrageously under­ 
stating the cost of the war. The actual 
spending for it was $3.6 billion high­ 
er than the estimate Mr. Johnson gave 
Congress and the public in January. 
Mr. McNamara’s $70 billion budget 
was the largest single appropriation 
ever made in the history of the United 
States. Yet within days after he resigo 
ed, Director of the Budget Charles J. 
Zwick testified in private Senate hear­ 
ings that defense spending actually would 
be $77.2 billion instead of Mr. Mc­ 
Namara's $70 billion. Budget Director 
Zwick attributed at least $26 Dillion of 
this to Vietnam. The Treasury, without 
any explanation, was suddenly called on 
to borrow an expected $23.1 billion. 
Now 
incoming Treasury Secretary 
Kennedy is discovering from Senate 
Armed Services Committee members 
that when our actual present commit- 
ments are met the war’s minimum cost 
will exceed $200 billion, about 60 per 
cent of our national debt. 
For the fiscal year that ended June 30 
the government spent approximately $182 
billion. This meant its spending has in- 
creased 
more than $100 billion a 
year since fiscal 1958, The comparable 
figure that year was $81.2 billion. 
In what has been unquestionably the 
greatest plunge into financial irresponsi­ 
bility ever taken by a major nation in his­ 
tory the New Frontier-Great Society sky­ 
rocketed the Federal debt from $279 
billion to $387 billion, an increase of $108 
billion. 
In this period the interest cost has 
been $107 billion right out of the taxpay­ 
e rs’ hides. The interest on the debt in- 
crease alone — just the increased debt — 
is nearly $6 billion a year; $16 million 
a day, every day. 
Yet Mr. Kennedy is finding that, even 
so, the government has been juggling 
these figures by applying the excess of 
government trust funds receipts over 
outlays. This further shenanigan is im­ 
mense and totally without the public’s 
knowledge. It appears to reduce the de­ 
ficit by $7.4 billion. 
Moreover, Mr. Kennedy is finding that 
the Administration has been guarding the 
value of the dollar abroad —and the truth 
about it — through little-known teefc. 
niques that range, shockingly enough, 
from the actual double counting of gold 
bars to tinkering with maturities of 
otherwise routine government securi­ 
ties. 
The result is a spider’s web of statis­ 
tics that masks almost as much as the 


figures display about the dollar outflow. 
Any workman, storekeeper, banker, 
businessman, mortgage maker or any­ 
one else would be locked up in jail for 
manipulating like this. And, remember, 
the government is dealing with other 
people’s money. 
Washington sponsors a Truth in Pack­ 
aging law. Our government itself is duty-

bound to practice full disclosures. It has 
not come within a million miles of that. 
Big Brother is watching us. But who 
is watching Big Brother?

Spies wild 


NEW YORK (NEA) 
Spies are in the news again. The cur­ 
rent series of espionage cases and epi­ 
demic of mysterious murders and sui­ 
cides in West Germany is another re­ 
minder that Russia’s net of secret agents 
has grown to mammoth proportions. 
Technology 
h a s 
created unprecedent­ 
ed possibilities for 
espionage. But even 
in the age of elec­ 
tronics, 
computers 
and spy - satellites, 
no replacement has 
yet been found for 
the 
man 
who, for 
idealistic or purely 
mercenary reasons, 
continues to ply the 
hazardous cloak-and-dagger trade. 
In fact, like tax evasion, espionage 
is almost becoming a gentle man’s crime. 
Sweden’s Col. Wennerstrom, who spied 
for Moscow, and Russia’s Col. OlegPen- 
kovsky, who performed similar chores 
for the United States, were highly re­ 
spected officers and members of their 
countries’ elite. 
But none was more respected than 
West Germany’s Rear Adm. Herman 
Luedke, who was found shot to death on 
Oct. 8. Until a month before his my­ 
sterious murder he was deputy chief of 
logistics at NATO’s supreme military 
headquarters in Europe. 
Luedke knew the secret location of 
NATO’s 16,000 nuclear warheads. He not 
only knew but largely decided the loca­ 
tion of NATO’s food and ammunition 
dumps, spare parts and other logistical 
resources that would back up the West’s 
forces in war. 
Since there is hardly any doubt that 
the admiral was a Soviet spy, there is 
not much about the military layout of 
the Western defense system that the 
Russians do not know. 
Luedke's murder was preceded and fol­ 
lowed by the suicide of five West Ger­ 
man federal employes, including the 
deputy chief of Bonn’s intelligence serv­ 
ice. 
Ever since a number of Czechoslovak 
senior intelligence officers excaped to 
the West, not a day has passed in the 
Bonn Federal Republic without disclos­ 
ures of espionage cases. It is the Czech-

oslovakian defectors, embittered by Rus­ 
sia's invasion of their country, who are 
mainly responsible for the current in­ 
tensified hunt for the Kremlin’s secret 
agents in the West. 
Some of the spy incidents are biz- 
zare with comic opera overtones. Such 
was the revelation by the Bonn authori­ 
ties that they had at last solved the 
mysterious disappearance of an Ameri­ 
can "Sidewinder" missile from a NATO 
depot in West Germany. 
Stolen about a year ago, the 165- 
pound missile, it turns out, was simply 
loaded by three men on a wheelbarrow, 
dismantled in a passenger car and ship­ 
ped to Moscow by air freight. 
After the disclosure, a West German 
cartoonist depicted Soviet intelligence 
agents 
in Moscow, opening up an air 
freight crate and discovering Bonn’s 
defense minister, Gerhard Schroeder, 
inside. 
Cloak-and-daggers have existed even 
before Joshua sent his agents into Jeri­ 
cho. The current spy scare is sweeping 
not only West Germany but Italy, France, 
Britain, Austria and the United Nations 
as well. 
Nor is spying a one-way street. For 
each spy who works for the Russians, 
there is at least one or more who spy 
for the West. 
No doubt, divided Germany is a parti­ 
cularly happy hunting ground for Com­ 
munist spies. East and West Germans 
speak the same language and are gen­ 
erally undistinguishable. About 20 mil­ 
lion West Germans have relatives in 
the east and some of them are black­ 
mailed into spying for Russia. 
It is estimated that the Communists 
have about 5,000 agents operating in the 
Bonn Federal Republic. Helmut Schmidt, 
the Social Democratic parliamentary 
leader, complained recently that West 
Germany has become an "El Dorado" for 
spies. 
But, after Britain's arch-traitor, Kim 
Philby, it is no use pointing a finger 
at West Germany alone. There are un­ 
detected and highly placed spies in every 
defense organization in the world. 
Everybody, it seems, knows about ev­ 
erybody else. This, in effect, is what 
Russia’s deposed Premier Khrushchev 
once told Allen Dulles when he was chief 
of the American CIA.
